Ish-whlte lochs are cut s«*r».i?ht across 
the forehead in ». bang. 

HIb hair Is shown In the same ar- 
rangement In the mtnattirc in the Mc- 
Cord Mnseurn, whe.re his rather large 
nose and firm Jsw contrast oddly 
with his coiffure. Th». Scots founds 
woe a man of imposing appearance, 
"tall and commanding, handwomo in 
youth, and becoming somowhat cor- 
pulent In olrf age." He was aJways 
much interested In the mllitJa, and In 
ISIS was made Honourary Colonel of 
the Montreal Infantry Volunteer Re- 
gim«ni. In the War at 1615-U, he was 
too old to go on active service, but 
when invasion threatened his country, 
he prspnred to take the field In de- 
fence of Canada.

Dean Pétrin will Lay Scheme 
Before Faculty . 

In an Interview yesterday iftw- 
nevn at the CoiiS'-'rvntor um. Dr 
FVrrhi. Dean of the Faculty o>f Music, 
outlined roughly the course in music 
which he has proposed for titofe stu- 
dents who tu'v in Arts. The part cultirs 
c«f tlio course have not yet boon sub- 
mit tod for approval to the Faculty of 
Arts, but it is almost certain thai they 
v. ill be accepted in substance, and pro- 
bably even u detail. 

A synopsis is embryo of the course 
has been drawn up by Dr. Perrln. and 
will be laid before the Vacuity at 
their next meet Ins- wh ch is on .lanu- 
Ufy Sth. 1926. The general idea of tho 
course is to deal analytically, syn- 
thetically and hlstorc.tlly with th^j 
subject ot music. Lectures will be 
b-von as in other subjects, and the 
course will be a regular one of a 
duration of four y eats. The students 
tukiiiR ihis will not neglect the practi- 
cal s-do of tho subject, and will keep 
on in tho r studios in teehniuuo on 
various instruments. The fourth year 
class will probably take advanced 
work In the sphere of the psychology 
o( music, whicih will bo more or less 
an iHonalv© survey of that subject. 

The establishment of the proposed 
course In the cunlculuai \yil\ entail 
a considerable c.urta bucnt of the 
surplus activities of the Faculty of 
Mus o. There is uuito a largo amount 
of outside work bums douo at the 
luosunt Unie, luoludins preparatory 
Instructiou of persons outs do the 
University, and a srettt deal that is 
purbly lUtlonal. Dean Perrln added 
that another mportam factor in 
favour of the course was the fuel tin-, 
tlic late Sir William l'oteranti. during 
l\ls tenure of o(fico as Prtno pal of 
McCilll Uhlvet'ajty, wits \cr> much in 
favouf of t, and strongly urged that 
it bo shun i place lu the lfutjultj pi 
Arts. 

It is ulsp worthy of note that at the 
present thin tho univers ties of Ox- 
ford and CaiiibililKo have a like 
system m operation having u course 
of, ihr»-' yeans, m hltislti ini.tto.tUa.tel.t 
fuiinw ng ib> tour yiar.i \rts.

Federated Charities Campaign 
Practically Completed 

Tho Campaign anions the under- 
graduates tor the federated Charities 
has at last come practically to- an 
end. Tho total results ;u'o not yet 
availably as there ate several years 
which have made only estimated, re- 
turns, but al) indications point to a 
most successful drive. Eleven hun- 
dred dollars were subscribed by soma 
eleven hundred undergraduates. 

This is an improvement over last 
year. In the 193,4 campaign nine hun- 
dred and thirty-seven men and wo- 
men contributed eight hundred and 
seventeen dollars. Thus there has 
been an increase this year of almost 
three hundred dollars in tho amouat 
subscribed, and one hundred and 
fifty mote subscribers. 

For th 0 first tune in several yeaM, 
tho unofficial Objootivo was passed, 
and this by about one hundred dol- 
lars, Kvory faculty, with the excep- 
tion of Dentistry, did better than In 
the last campaign, tho women mak- 
ing an iucrea.se of over two hundred 
percent in the amount given or pledg- 
et.

Someone once wrote that the Universities of tUc English- 
speaking world may be roughly divided into two categories, those 
mt assume thai the work of the university is to train the mind, 
and not necessarily to teach facts, and those that consider it their 
dutx to educate their students principally in a practical and tech- 
nical way. The one Rroup increases the mental power, the other 
the actual amount of knowledge. 

Now it is obviously utter f»jlishricss seriously to declare that 
one university concentrates its efforts on the acquirement of men- 
tal prowess, while another devotes itself to sessions of dignified 
and methodical cramming. No hard and fast rule can possibly 
be laid down, and no intention of making a dogmatic statement 
was- in the writer's mind. He went on. however, to say that in 
bis opinion the universities on the other side of the. Atlantic tend- 
ed rather to be of the first class, while American institutions fa- 
voured more the alternative policy. 

If his view of the question be correct, as it is assumed to be 
for the sake of argument, considerable interest is attached to the 
statement of the London "Express** that the '"lectuies arranged 
in Oxford and Cambridge arc now more in touch with the twen- 
tieth century. In ten year, a change almost revolutionary in its 
effects has taken place. The flaccid, liberal — almost dilettante — 
attitude of pre-war days to the problems of the age has disappear- 
ed; the young men no longer dream dreams; they search for the 
knowledge without which no solutions are possible. 

The same journal describes the passing of the ancient pre- 
eminence of the classical "'Greats'* in favour of more contemporary 
subjects. "The most popular 'schools' at Oxford and the most j 
popular 'triposes' at Cambridge are now history and English, with j 
the companion studies of political science and economics. These 
are taking the place of the old, strictly classical "Greats.'" and at 
Oxford there is now a modern "Greats." for which a knowledge of 
Latin and Greek is not essential, while economics, once a degrad- 
ed adjunct to the history and clerical schools, now stands 'on its 
own. 

Tht old. old question of the relative merits of the classical 
and 'modern' sides of education need not be discussed here. In . 
all probability the best solution between these poles is the happy 
medium that most Canadian Universities seem to find. But as- 
suming that the writers of the above quotations know what they,
